In just ten days Menlo area high 
school students will have begun 
their studies in a school designed to 
give every student the fullest op- 
portunity to learn. Scientifically 
planned and layed out down to the 
smallest detail, Menlo-Atherton high 
school wiil go a long way towards 
making schoolwork a pleasure. 

The school comprises 12 building, 
or units, housing classrooms and 
administrative facilities and con- 
nected by a series of galleries and 
patios. Five cf these units are now 
complete, and will be in use at the 
start of the school year September 
24. 

The arranrement of the units 
around a central corridor, the only 
enclosed corridor in the school, 
creates an impression of spacious- 
ness and light which is a welcome 
change from the gloomy intericr 
of most schools. 

The main administrative unit con- 
tains the attendance and busiess of- 
fice, in a wide, main room, and the 
offices cf the principal, vice-princi- 
pal, dean of girls and counsellors, 
opening off a narrower hall. 
PRIVACY 

The counsellors offices are indi- 
vidual, each offering complete priv- 
acy in which the student can work 
out problems with his advisor. 

There is also in the administra- 
tive building the murse’s office, 
which consists cof a main office, 
dressing rooms for both boys and 
girls, and a quiet rest room, and 
jJounges for. the teaching staff.

Menlo Park taxpayers are this 
year faced with the highest tax rate 
on record, despite the fact that the 
city and the county and some spec- 
ial district rates are lower. 

In Menlo Park, taxpayers receive 
only one tax bill, as the city elects 
to have its tax collected on the coun- 
ty tax bill. 


In about half of the cities of the 
State, the city collects its own tax- 
es (usually on a higher han county 
valuation basis), while the county 
also collects taxes for itself and 
for school and special districts. 


It is more efficient and econom- 
ical for one agency to collect thé 
property taxes for all of the local 
gavernments on one bill. 

There are times I regret our ar- 
rangement, however, and this year 
is one. For usually the taxpayer does 
not analyze his tax bill, he just looks 
at the total. 


And while the city hacks away 
at the tax rate, cutting a few pen- 
nies each year, other taxing juris- 
dictions more than offset these 
cuts, and most taxpayers give the 
city no credit for its efforts. If the 
city tax were collected separately, 
taxpayers would recognize how 
low the city tax is and that it is 
declining. 


Taking first that part of the city 
in the Menlo Park school district 
(which acccunts fcr about three- 
quarters of the city’s assessed valua- 
ticn this year), the rate is $8.42, 
compared with $7.88 last year and 
the previous high of $8.28 in 1948- 
49. 


The city rate is $1.12, down 3 
cents from last year, and down 
over 13% in seven years .while 
every other rate was soaring. This 
year th city tax is 13.3% of the 
total tax bill compared with 14.6% 
last year, 16.2% the year before, 
and 29.8% in 1944-45. 


The county rate was down 4 cents 
at $1.88. This puts our new county 
manager off to a good start. 

Other rates that were down from 
last year.,are the Menlo Park school 
district at $1.87 against $1.84 due to 
a reduction in the bond requirement, 
junicr college tuition 11. cents 
against 14 cents, and mosquito 
abatement 2 cents against 3 cents. 
The decreases total 14 cents. 

Largest increase was Sequoia high 
school district, which jumped from 
$1.09 to $1.40, or 31 cents. 


Two cents of the increase was 
for operation, the balance repre- 
sented an increase in the bond 
rate of 29 cents. This is largely 
a freak due to a credit last year 
for previous overlevies, and a levy 
this year for bonds which prob- 
ably won’t be sold before this win- 
ter. The bond rate should be lower 
next year. 

Second largest increase was Se- 
quoia hospital. ‘The maintenance 
rate stayed at the 20 cent legal limit, 
but the bend rate went from 7 
cents to 24 cents, a 17 cent inzrease. | 

Next on the list was Menlo Park 
sanitary district which rate in- 
creased 10 cents to 60 cents, 5 
cents of the increase for bonds, 5 
cents for maintenance. The dis- 
trict is going into the sewage dis- 
posal business, and I would guess 
that the Lond rate would decline 
from here on as the autherized 
-tends-have been sold. 

The Menlo Park fire district rate. 
was up 9 cents from 83 cents to 92 
cents. The county library rate ad- 
vanced to 7 cents from 6 cents. The 
county harbor district rate was un- 
changed at 2 cents. 

In the principal part of Menlo 
Park im the Ravenswood school dis-

vance moderately from $8.61 to $8.86. 


The Ravenswood school rate 
drops from $2.87 to $2.72. The oth- 
taxes are the same as above ex- 
cept the area is not in the Sequoia 
hospital district. In this section of 
Menlo Park the city tax rate ac- 
counts for 12.7% of the total. 

The Las Lomitas school rate in- 
creased from $1.21 to $1.22. The total 
rate in that part of the city in Las 
Lomitas is $7.80, an increase of 58 
cents over last ye2r’s $7.22. The city 
rate is 14.3% of the total here.

Old plants can be pulled up and 
burned, and the ground prepared 
for new ones. It is refreshing, after 
a summer of bright color, to see 
freshly turned soil as a carpet in 
front of green bushes. 

Continue spraying with an all- 
purpose spray. It. is easier to con- 
| trol insects before they multiply to 
alarming numbers and reduce the 
i vitality of your plants.
